Wild duck is one of the highlights 
of the winter season for those lucky 
families that have’a sharpshooter 
in the household. If your hunter 
brings home some duck you’ may 
want to serve it for one of your holi- 
day meals. 

Wild duck usually has a strong 
flavor which some people consider 
undesirable. To remove this, soak 
the bird in a solution of salt water 
to which one tablespoon of! soda 
has been added. Rinse the bird thor- 
oughly and dry, Stuff with an apple 
and celery mixture. This stuffing is 
not served, it is used to absorb the 
strong flavor. 

To roast wild duck—Clean and 
dress. Stuff with apple and celery, 
rub generously with fat and place 
on a rack im a shallow pan. If you 
like the duck rare, roast in oven 
preheated to 500° F. for 15 to 20 
minutes, basting every 5 minutes 
with a mixture of melted butter or 
margarine, salt and Worcestershire 
sauce to taste. Remove stuffing and 
serve. For well done duck, roast at 
450°. F. for about 45 minutes, 


WILD RICE STUFFING 


Wash: one cup rice, cover with 
boiling water, and set aside to soak 
for several-hours. Drain off excess 
water. Saute a minced onion in but- 
ter or bacon drippings until soft. 
Mix with sodked rice, add salt and 
pepper to taste. Stuff lightly into 
bird. Roast according to instruc- 
tions for well-done duck given 
above. :

BARBECUED WILD DUCK 


Duck—split in half 

4 teaspoons lemon juice , . 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
1 tablespoon butter 

1 teaspoon tomato catsup 


Make sauce by mixing all ingre- 
dients. Place duck, split side on 
broiler rack and place im oven, al- 
lowing five inches of space between 
source of heat and surface of duck. 
Broil one side, then the other until 
well browned, basting every few 
minutes with barbecue sauce. Sea- 


ables you to 
preserve wild 
duck for future 
meals. How- 
ever, game 
laws do restrict 
the period for 
which it may 
= be held in the 
freezer to nine- 
ty days after 
the end of the season. 

Preparation for Freezing is the 
same as for domestic poultry. Dress, 
wash, and cool thoroughly. The 
duck may be packed. whole or cut 
into pieces. Place in cellophane- 
lined boxeS or -wrap in moisture- 
vapor-proof paper. Be sure to wrap 
tightly to’ exclude all air. Cover 
package with stockinet to guard 
against fearing. Label to show 
weight and date and freeze immedi- 
ately.
